Evan Engram 
sail out of the 
end zone, and 
Jenkins knew, for the moment, 
that everything was going to be 
all right. 

The Eagles were going to win, 
34-29. They were going to as- 
sure themselves of a first-round 
bye in the NFC postseason tour- 
nament. They still could clinch 
home-field advantage through- 
out the conference playoffs.

RAILROAD SAFETY 


Amtrak improving, but gaps remain 


A year and a half after fatal Chester derailment, faults seen in regulator, too.

Its been a month since the na- 
tion’s transportation watchdog 
found that simply following safety 
procedures could have prevented 
a 2016 Amtrak train crash in Ches- 
ter that killed two rail workers and 
injured 39 passengers. 

“Amtrak’s safety culture is fail- 
ing — and is primed to fail again — 
until and unless Amtrak changes 
the way it practices safety manage- 
ment,” wrote Robert Sumwalt, 
chairman of the National Transpor- 
tation Safety Board, after a Nov. 14 
hearing in Washington. 

Transportation safety officials, 
national legislators, and rail ex- 
perts have some specific ideas on 
what fixes would be most effective 
and are waiting to see whether Am- 
trak and the Federal Railroad Ad- 
ministration, the agency that regu- 
lates rail travel in the United 
States, adopt recommendations

Wolf: 

Leach 
should 
resign 


The governor's call 
followed a report alleging 
inappropriate touching 
and offensive talk.

Gov. Wolf on Sunday called on 
State Sen. Daylin Leach to resign in 
the wake of a report by the Inquirer 
and Daily News that eight women 
and three men have claimed that the 
Montgomery County legislator had 
inappropriately 
touched female 
campaign staff- 
ers or subjected 
them to highly 
sexualized con- 
versations. 

“This disturb- 
ing behavior is 
absolutely unac- 
ceptable. Sen. 
Leach should re- 
sign,” the gover- 
nor said in a 
stinging rebuke 
of a fellow Dem- 
ocrat. “While he 
has been a lead- 
er on important policy issues, this 
conduct cannot be excused. As I 
have said previously, this is not a 
partisan issue. The lack of ade- 
quate structure for victims to re- 
port this type of behavior and feel 
protected is inexcusable, and un- 
derscores that Harrisburg’s cul- 
ture must change.” 

Other former colleagues or fellow 
party members on Sunday echoed
